Prove Murder
Orgy in Cabin
Charred and Mutilated Vie-
tims Mute Witnesses to

Night Crime of Incredible
Fury in Kentucky Tewn

Insane Slayer Suspected

Sheriff Believes Member of
One Family Ran Amuck
and Then Took Own Life

MAYFIELD, Ky., June 27,--All doubt
that the eleven members of the Drew
and Lawrence families were murdezed
before their home near here was set
afire vanished to-day when investign-
tors, removed the bodies of the men, |

wotien and children from the ruins of
the “house of horror.” Though the
bodies were charred by the flames of
Saturday mignight, that of one of the
women revealed wounds showing that a
erime of increditable fury had been
committed.

Every officer in Graves County was
warking on the eass tolday, and though
arrests were hinted as likely to-night,
the authorities appeared to be working
in the dark and many pecple here fear
that the gecret of this, the worst trag-
edy Kentucky ever has known, will
never be revealed,

The weapons found in the debris,
several guns and an ax, offered ohvious
clews, Soeme officials have the theory
that no one man could have ac-
complished the task of murder and cre-
mation—that only a party of murder-
ers could have carried out the whole-
sale crime. If one man had attempted,
it is argued, to do away with both fami-
lies in the small home of Erncst Law-
rence some of them would have es-
caped. But every parson in the house
was slain in a swift series of blows.

Sheriff MeCain announced late to-
day that he had not changed his theory
that Lawrence had developed a fit of
inganity, and in a frenzy had killed
his wife, their three children and their
guests—Otis Drew, Mrs. Drew, her
three children and
Delmer Drew. The indications are, the
Sheritt said, that Lawrence saturated
the room in which the bhodies were
found with eil, touched a8 match to it
and killed himself.

Mrs. Lawrence and Mrs, Drew were
sizters and, neighbors gaid, had long
been accustomed to exchanging visits
over the week end. One report to-day
had it that Lawrence had been roughly
handled by a policeman in I\'Inyl'w%d a
number of years ago and that in the
course of the strugpgle had been struck
on the head.
